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(57) [Abstract] 

[Object] To provide a container that is made of foamed resin and 
has carrying straps, the container not wasting space during 
transport, and the straps being able to be attached easily. 

[Structure] A foamed resin container 1 comprises a rectangular 
box-shaped main body 2 and a lid body 3 both made of foamed resin, 
the main body 2 having flat-shaped attachment holes 3 and slits 
4 both formed in opposite side walls of the main body 2 so as to 
make spaces with a T-shaped cross section. Tape-like carrying 
straps 5 are attached to the attachment holes 3 of the main body 
2 through the slits 4. 
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[Claims] 

[Claim 1] A foamed resin container with carrying straps, 
comprising a main body made of foamed resin, and tape-like carrying 
straps; the main body having attachment holes that have a flat cross 
section and extend in an approximately vertical direction in 
opposite side walls of the main body, and slits that extend along 
the direction of extension of the attachment holes to make the 
attachment holes communicate with the outside of the main body. 

[Claim 2] The foamed resin container according to Claim 1, 
wherein the spaces formed by the attachment holes and the slits 
have an approximately T-shaped cross section. 

[Claim 3] The foamed resin container according to Claim 1, 
wherein the spaces formed by the attachment holes and the slits 
have an approximately L-shaped cross section. 

[Claim 4] The foamed resin container according to Claim 1, 
wherein seals that are capable of covering the slits are adhered 
to side faces of the main body. 

[Claim 5] A foamed resin container according to Claim 1, 
further comprising a lid body made of foamed resin, the lid body 
being capable of covering an opening of the main body.
